1 . Who may attend your school?

We are not a "fix-it" school, meaning that it is not our intention to 
enroll students with academic or behavioral disabilities in order to "fix" the situation. 



3. What is your discipline policy? 

The King James Bible is considered the ultimate "textbook," providing wisdom for each and 
every circumstance. Scripture is studied and memorized, so that it may be accurately and 
regularly applied to daily life. We believe the parent is the student's "first teacher," and the 
school should not replace, but should confirm and reaffirm the values taught in the home. 
Therefore, it is the parents' responsibility to correct any discipline issues that hinder school 
success, which may include inappropriate behavior or speech, the completion of assignments, 
and/or regular school attendance. If discipline issues are not corrected, the student may be 
subject to dismissal from Bethel Christian Academy. 



4. What types of Standardized Testing do you use? 

Students who are new to our school typically undergo a placement exam, which is just one 
component in determining which courses are the best "fit" for each individual student. In 
addition, students are given the Iowa Test of Basic Skills as an end-of-the-year exam, which 
helps to measure individual student's growth.
